To make a Topographicalldeſcription of this

The Proctor 
finding Meum to bee pregnantand wity,taught- 
him the grounds aſwell of the Civill as common 
Law, cauſed /the Curate to readethe Grammar 
unto hint; that being grounded inthe Latine; he 
might be fitted as a Clerke or Notaric to write 
under him : the Curat, I muſt tell you,wasnogreart - 
Scholler, or ever graduate in any Vniverſity, bur - 
whlongteaching Schole inthe Churcb,he became 
perfeRt in his ruls: preach he could not,neither lay 
he inthe parſonage houſe(w*> was miferablyfallen_ 
to ruine, the Barnes, Stables, and Dove.coat, be- 
ing onely propped up, and both unwalledand un- 
tiled)buthee had a Flock-bed upon a pallet:inthe 
- Steeple of the Church, w*b was both his Chamber - 
and his Study , the Preſſe wherein hee laidthoſe | 
books he had were holesinthe walls; where Tack.

grew acquainted with many Students, who were 
Corniſh and Devonſhire Gentlemen: who (when 
Meum and Tuwm had related unto themtheir 
names, whence they came, and thoſe yarious 
accidents that had befell them, in their journey, 
ever {incethey came from Wrangle) made very 
much of them, imagining they had beenegrear 
Students, and very expertin the Lawes:but þein 
examined and throughly tried by a very honeſt 
Attorney of that houſe(who wanted his fight)he 
foundthemto be nothing elle, _ incendiaries

and make-batzyiathe Common wealkh,and with- 
edthem to live inthe country,and rather go make - 
peace among their neighbours, then ſerthem at 
variance; for we(quoth he) whoare Attorneys, if 
men would be quict and agree among themſclvcs, 
would ncver intreate or ſue for imployment from 
them ; but when as ſutes, by dclay or neglect 
© (as wounds) beginneto feſter andgangrene, then 
indeed weought (as Surgeons) to doe our beſt 
tomake anecalicand ſpeedy cure ; with many 0- 
ther good Adviſo's, whichthey little regarded : 
bur raking their leaves, wentto ſome houſes ( I 
will not name) where they foundgood reſpe&t 
and entertainment. - And finding {ome encou- 
ragement, to Weitminſterthey goe, wherelooking 
about them, they admired the largencs & ſtateli- 
neſſe of the Hall,and above,that the timber of the 
roofe, having beenthere fo long,ſhonld be with. 
out Cobwebs ; perhaps, quoth 7m, they are 
ſwept downe againſtthe Terme ; quoth 4ſcu, 
thou art a foole, all KXentifreere cannot afford a 
beeſome ſo long ; a country man ovet hearin 
them, anſwered, the roofe was made of 47j 
timber, which ao Spiderduwrſt touch , if there 
wereany Cobwebs, they were beneath, abour 
the Clarks and Notaries Seates, which are ſel. 
dome or never ſwept. Whenthey had ſuffici- 
ently gazedabout, and obſerved as muchas they 
could, comming out withthe _— man,they 
viewed wellthe great dore of the where 
-they eſpigd rwoSrags Cauchand, with _

about their necks, and chaines thwart | their 
backs ; they askedthe reaſon oftheir being there: 
the Country man ſaid,doubtleſſeit was becauſe fo 
much Veniſon had beene eaten in that Hall, when 
the Kings of England held their great feaſts there: 
T«zmthought rather they were ſomerame Deere, 
becauſe of their chaincs : buetherruthis, the Hall 
of Weſlminſler was buileanew by K. Kichardthe 
ſecond, and they were his Badges , for the Kings 
Mother, whom the blacke Prince married, was 
widdowrto Lord Helena, Earle of Kent , and 
being one of the moſt beautifulleſt Ladics of 
England,and called the faire Mayd of Kent, before 
her marriage; She gave for herDeviſe (or Creſt) 
the white Hind , which her Sonnethe King, al- 
tercd into a Stagge. Bur toreturne to ournew 
Termers, Mew and Trwm within a day or two,

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werelikethe Whetſtone, that could ſharp:nevery 
thing, yerit ſelfe was blunt, they could enrich 
others, yet were ever in want (for indeed meg 
evcr by ſutes and contention begger themſelves, 
as we {ce by daily experience,)howbeit they gat 
ſufficient ro maintaine them handſomly,and tow 
and then te goto the Dogpge Taverne at Weſtmin- 
fer, (who I remember, the laſt day of the Terme, 
bir Meum fearcfully)to bid a friend ro Supper,and 
the like: and whereas before they were called by 
their bare names 9gnly, they were called now Mr. 

Now having beene 
throughly acquaintedwith Weſtminſter, but Weſt: 
minſter better with them, and ſome three or four 
Termes paſt, and the lbng Vacation comming 


. on; they heard there was a controverſie between 


certaine Gentlemen, ProjzRors,and ofthe Coun- 
try where they wereborne, about-the vaſtand 
ſpatious Fennes thereabout 3 whereupon imagi- 
ning there might bee-good fiſhing in thoſetrou- 
bled waters, theyrefolved to goedownethither, 
to makea diviſion among them, ifthey could not 
agree amengthemiſelves. So putting money con- 
vcnient in their purſe, away fortheir Country 
they go, playing many meiry trickes by the way, 
which would fill three ſuch bookes as this, if [ 
ſhould recount them in-order: ; Now by the 
way, ifthey ſhould happenro wantmoney, Meum 
reſolved:to-take upon himrthe nameand profeſ- 
fion of a Phyſitian, ahd to cure all manner of 
diſcaſcs and griefes by ſtroking the part pained,

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and uttering ſome few words, -by way of charme 
(as you ſhall heare anon,) Teem would, like a 
Gypley, be a teller of Fortunes, eſpecially to 
widdowesand young wenches ; andindeed they 
got hereby much money, and grew famous. 
Onething l maſt nor forget, by the way, 'asthey 
went three or foureſcore mBes from Lonapy, -as 
they walked downe a Lane, a great ſhower of 
raine fell, which conſtrained them to goethroughr 
a Gentlemans yard, who had beene a luftice of 
the Peacc, and was fitting in a wicker chatre, (and 
the Conftable ofchat Pariſh, a little diftance off, 
upon an _—— to ſee his Swine ringed:

bothbad and naughty-places, I wondermy feHow 
Juſtices thereabours wiltrake no order withehae 
Lane, either ro place honeſt menia it,” orto re- 
moove it further off, ſrom his Majeſties Court: 
I have heardthat ia Queen Zhzaber#irime, much 
Place, Hangings, and other things, ſtollenfront 
Vrhitchall, have beene found-thereaboms. ;/ it 
may beſo, quoth Tw«m, Theeves may-boe found 
io all-places, bur Laſſure-yourworſhipy manyas

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honeſt and ſubſtantiall people dwell in that Lane, 
as inaanyeother place about Weſtminſter , how it 
came by that name, I know not, it may be out of 
cavie [ome gave itthat name : indeed quoth the 
Gentleman, it may bee {o, bur it is impoſſible :
